Election/Restrictions 
1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Applicant must elect one of the following species: 

A) The linear actuator is a threaded rod 

B) The linear actuator is a belt 

Upon election of either A or B Applicant must further elect a subspecies. 

C) The transmission comprises a gear to connect to the linear actuator and a 
second gear to connect to the motor 

D) The transmission comprises a friction drive 

It should be noted that claims 13, 18 will only be examined if group c) is selected 
because the mechanical clutch is only disclosed as part of the gear setup. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim appears to be generic in accordance
